age. After many thousand years of patient 
subjection, .that hith:rto submissive branch of 
the human rate has risen to declare that man is 
ardin and that his undivided supremacy has 
had its day. All through the long dark ages 
the: path of man bas been lined with public 
houses and paved with skittles’ and cigars,’ and 
, under the influence of these nisused blessings he 
has prawn weak and luxuticus and effeminate. 
‘and bas gradually declined from his tank-as the 
unquestioned boss of creation... The legendary 
hero of ‘old ‘mythology has given place to a 
soldier who fiyhts by’ machinery and whose 
valour is dependent mostly on compticated 
arrangements of cranks: and cog-wheels. ‘The: 
Sun-God of the Norse fables has besn succeeded 
by the-short, fat,.red-ficed man of commerce, 
whose hair has been worn away through, the 
friction of ledgers ard invoices, alid scorched off. 
his shiny cranium by the glare of gas-jets shining 
in a stuffy office ; and the descendants ofthe mail-

tentate and ashady music-hall dancer—marrics 
into the royal family of Britainj and is afterwards 
affiicted by the loss of his ‘mother’s aunt, it 
is the female soul which clothes itsclf in sack- 
cloth and ashes over. the sad event, and refuses 
to be comforted.
